Airport transit 
link could be 
resurrected 


O City council defeated pilot project for airport bus service a year 
ago O ‘Renewed interest’ discussed in April, Edmonton Transit says 


It seems an expansion of public 
transit service from the city to the 
Edmonton International Airport 
may actually take flight. 

A year ago, council voted down 
an 18-month pilot project offering 
direct bus service from the Cen¬ 
tury Park LRT station to the ELA 
between 5:30 a.m. and 1:30 a.m. 

But new negotiations with the 
Edmonton Regional Airport 
Authority are ongoing, according 
to one Edmonton Transit official. 

Ken Koropeski, director of trans¬ 
portation services, said that 
“renewed interest” became appar¬ 
ent in a private meeting with coun¬ 
cil in April. 

“We’ve been asked to look at 
bus service out to the airport more 
times a day as opposed to when 
the C-Line operates right now,” 
said Koropeski. 


The C-Line, launched late last 
year by the City of Leduc and Leduc 
County, offers bus service during 
peak hours between Centuiy Park 
and the airport. 

Edmonton Transit was con¬ 
tracted to provide the service. 

Councillors’ concerns last year 
ranged from ridership to cost. But 
Coun. Kerry Diotte, new to coun¬ 
cil last fall, said the service is vital 
and, if done right, could even earn 
money. 

“It’s a no-brainer, tiying to get 
half-hour service early in the 
morning to late at night,” he said. 

Sarah Meffen, ELA spokesper¬ 
son, said the C-Line is a starting 
point. 

“(But) what we need here is serv¬ 
ice offered around the clock to 
serve the needs for the different 
flights and the different shifts,” 


C-Line details 


► The C-Line runs during peak 
hours, four times in the morning 
and four times in the afternoon. 

► It starts at Century Park LRT 
station in the morning, and 
stops at the Edmonton Inter¬ 
national Airport, as well as in 
Nisku and Leduc. 

► Ridership on the C-Line 
averages at 150 rides per day, 
according to Koji Miyaji, 
manager of public transport¬ 
ation with the City of Leduc.

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Battle after Kabul hotel bombing

NATO helicopters fired 
rockets at gunmen on the 
rooftop of a besieged Kabul 
hotel early yesterday, end¬ 
ing a more than four-hour 
standoff between militants 
and police that left at least 
seven dead and eight others 
wounded, Afghan officials 
said. 

Interior Ministiy 

spokesman Sediq Sediqqi 
said six suicide bombers at¬ 
tacked the Intercontinental 
Hotel frequented by Afghan 
officials and foreign visi¬ 
tors. He said two were 
killed by hotel guards at the 
beginning of the attack and 
four others either blew 
themselves up or were 
killed in the airstrike or by 
Afghan security forces. 

The Taliban claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the rare, 
nighttime attack in the cap¬ 


ital — an apparent attempt 
to show that they remain 
potent despite heavy pres¬ 
sure from coalition and 
Afghan security forces. 

The attackers were heav¬ 
ily armed with machine- 
guns, anti-aircraft weapons, 
rocket-propelled grenades, 
hand grenades and grenade 
launchers, the Afghan offi¬ 
cials said. Afghan police 
rushed to the scene and 
firefights broke out. They 
battled for hours with gun¬ 
men who were positioned 
on the roof Some Afghan 
provincial officials were 
among the 60 to 70 guests 
sta 5 dng at the hotel.

BEIJING. China has count¬ 
ed its 1.34 billion people; 
now it’s the pandas’ turn. 

After conducting a 
census of its human pop¬ 
ulation last year, China is 
about to start a once-a- 
decade count of giant 
pandas in the wild. 

The official China Dai¬ 
ly reported more than 60 
trackers were trained at 
Wanglang National 
Reserve in the southwest¬ 
ern province of Sichuan, 
which is believed to have 
the largest number of 
wild pandas in China. 

They will collect drop¬ 
pings for DNA analysis, 
which will allow 
zoologists to track 
individual pandas and ac¬ 
curately estimate the 
population, Chen Youp- 
ing, director of the 
reserve’s administrative 
bureau, was quoted as 
sa 5 dng by Xinhua News 
Agency. 

The census is also ex¬ 
pected to reveal more on 
living conditions, age 
structure and changes of 
habitat of the 
endangered species. 

The last census count¬ 
ed 1,596 wild pandas in 
China, 1,206 of which 
were living in Sichuan. 

Wild pandas are 
threatened by a loss of 
habitat, poaching and for 
being poor breeders.

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Google stifles 
competition, 
new lawsuit 
complains 

O French Internet search engine 
accuses Google of ‘blacklisting’ its 
sites, depriving it of revenue 


Google faces a new legal 
challenge in Europe after 
French Internet company 
IplusV filed a $411 million 
lawsuit yesterday saying 
the search-engine giant 
unfairly squeezed out com¬ 
petitors in France. 

The suit comes soon af¬ 
ter the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission, following the 
lead of European regula¬ 
tors, started investigating 
claims that Google has 
abused its dominance of 
Internet searching and ad¬ 
vertising to stifle competi¬ 
tion. 

IplusV, based in Ver¬ 
sailles, operates more than 
30 specialty search engines 
in French. The company 
says it became impossible 
for users to find its sites 
via Google searches, and 
claims that Google did this 
intentionally. This kind of

O Canada’s Sports Hall of Fame opens July 1 in Calgary O Features hundreds of pieces of 
sports memorabilia from a Formula One race car to Terry Fox’s iconic running shoe 


Shadow-boxing with 
Lennox Lewis, wheelchair¬ 
racing against Chantal Pe- 
titclerc and re-living 
Jacques Villeneuve’s cham¬ 
pionship Formula One sea¬ 
son are just some of the 
interactive attractions at 
Canada’s new Sports Hall 
of Fame. 

Canada’s sports shrine 
opens Friday in Calgary for 
a few hours for a free pub¬ 
lic preview before its offi¬ 
cial opening Saturday. 

Once located on Toron¬ 
to’s Exhibition grounds, 
the Hall only existed on¬ 
line and in boxes in recent 
years as a search was con¬ 
ducted for a new home. 

The 4,085-square-metre 
building houses a 120-seat 
theatre, 50 interactive dis¬ 
plays and more than 1,000 
artifacts. From the outside, 
part of the building looks 
like a tilted red Lego block. 

Eleven galleries open on¬ 
to, and are connected to, a 
central main hall, which 
has a statue of Wa 3 me Gret¬ 
zky stationed at its en¬ 
trance. The main hall also 
features a photo-wall of ho¬ 
noured members. 

There’s an intimate feel¬ 
ing to the space, despite its 
size. Given the Hall’s prox¬ 
imity to the new Athletic 
and Ice Complex under 
construction at COP and 
all the national teams 
training there, the interior 
was designed to feel like a 
sports clubhouse. 

“Sport has always need¬ 
ed a place to come togeth¬ 
er,” said the Hall’s CEO 
Claire Buffone-Blair. “We 
feel Canada’s Sports Hall 
of Fame can be that club¬ 


house for Canadian sport.” 

Permanent statues in 
the Hall include Gretzky, 
diver Sylvie Bernier, figure 
skater Barbara Ann Scott, 
curler Sandra Schmirler, 
runner Philip Edwards, 
Kentucky Derby winner 
Northern Dancer and 
cross-countiy skiing pio¬ 
neer Herman (Jackrabbit) 
Smith-Johannsen, who 
lived to 111. 

Alex Baumann’s two 
Ol 5 mipic gold medals in 
swimming had rarely been 
out of his safe until they 
were put under glass in 
the hall. Baumann says 
while the medals were 
locked away, his children 
saw them only once. 

“1 always had duplicates 
to travel with because 1 
didn’t want to lose them. 1 
never pulled them out ... 
It’s much better to be dis¬ 
played here.” 

Michelle Cameron’s 
Ol 5 mipic gold medal in 
s 5 mchronized swimming 
— she and Carol 3 m Waldo 
won the duet in 1988 — is 
there along with one of 
her swimsuits. 

“It does give me goose 
bumps seeing it here,” 
Cameron said. “It’s a little 
bit emotional actually. To 
have it here among the 
greatest athletes Canada 
has seen, it’s pretty cool for 
it to be in a home like this.” 

Former Crazy Canuck 
Ken Read noted how beat 
up his ski helmet looked 
in a display that included 
his boots and gloves. 

“It kind of shows a little 
bit of age because it’s near¬ 
ly 30-plus years old,” he

Bliss is easy to find in the 
West Kootenay region of 
British Columbia, with its 
waterfalls, mineral hot 
springs and roads that 
twist their way through 
glacier-carved valleys. 

There are no freeways 
here. Just two-lane rural 
highways connecting tiny 
lakeside towns separated 
by forest-covered moun¬ 
tains. In a car, a trip along 
these roads is awe-inspir¬ 
ing. On a motorcycle, it’s 
mind-altering. 

Bliss comes atop an 11- 
year-old Suzuki Intruder 
VS800, somewhere along 
Highway 31A between the 
former mining towns of 
New Denver and Kaslo. 
The tight S-curves winding 
their way up the cedar- 
filled slope demand a rid¬ 
er’s full attention, clearing 
the mind of its anxieties. 

Seaton Creek rushes by 
on the right, muffling the 
engine rumbling between 
the knees. Accelerate out 
of a turn, there’s a deer 
grazing ahead. 

A few curves later, 
there’s a black bear loung¬ 
ing on the grass next to 
the road. 

The encounters are ton¬ 
ic for an urbanized soul.

Chip off the old block 

O Gordie Howe’s son Mark called to Hockey Hall of Fame O Belfour, 
third-winningest goalie in NHL, lone 2011 inductee to get in on first ballot 


While the Canadian 
women’s soccer team prac¬ 
tised for one of its most 
important games ever, cap¬ 
tain Christine Sinclair was 
alone pedalling a bicycle 
furiously around an adja¬ 
cent field. 

Sinclair may not be 
cleared to play tomorrow 
against France, a match 
the Canadians can’t afford 
to lose if they’re to 
advance at the FIFA 
Women’s World Cup — 
and there’s little the 28- 
year-old can do about it ex¬ 
cept hope. 

“Obviously it could po¬ 
tentially be the biggest 
game of all of our careers 
in a couple of days, but 
we’ve got great doctors 
here who will hopefully 
get me ready,” Sinclair said 
yesterday, through a 
swollen nose and bruised 
eyelids. “Obviously it’s a 
time crunch in a 
tournament like this. But 
it’s a 24-hour thing where 
we’re tiying to take care of 
it as best we can, make it 
heal it as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

“I don’t know if you can 
stimulate bone growth,” 
she added with a half¬ 
hearted laugh. 

Sinclair had her nose 
broken during Canada’s 
opening 2-1 loss to 
Germany, but convinced 
the team doctors to let her 
play on, scoring Canada’s 
lone goal on a beautiful 
free kick.

“To get the phone call to¬ 
day kind of took my breath 
away,” said Howe. “I don’t 
consider myself in the class 
of players as the Gordie 
Howes and the Wa 3 me Gret- 
zkys and the Bobby Orrs, 
but to be mentioned in a 
class (like this one) means 
the world to me.” 

Howe was just 18 when 
he began his pro career as a 
forward for Houston in the 
World Hockey Association. 
It was a chance for the most 
famous family in hockey 
— at the time — to all wear 


the same sweater. 

Howe eventually moved 
on to the NHL when the 
Hartford Whalers were ab¬ 
sorbed in 1979. Pla34ng as a 
defenceman, he scored at 
least 15 goals on eight occa¬ 
sions and amassed 742 
points over 16 NHL seasons. 

The call from the hall 
was a long time coming for 
Howe, who had been eligi¬ 
ble since 1998. Gilmour had 
been passed over eveiy year 
since 2006, while 
Nieuwendyk missed out

Dodgers owner wins reprieve in MLB court battle 


The owner of the Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers won a reprieve 
in bankruptcy court yester¬ 
day to maintain day-to-day 
operations, while Major 
League Baseball considered 
seizing control of the cash- 
strapped ball club. 

Dodgers owner Frank 
McCourt is squaring off in 
bankruptcy court against 
the league in a contentious 
battle over one of the most 
storied — and lucrative — 
franchises in baseball. The 
ownership fight is linked 
in part to McCourt’s di¬ 
vorce from his wife, for¬ 


mer team CEO Jamie Mc¬ 
Court, who is also claiming 
half his assets. 

The Dodgers have 
blamed their bankruptcy 
filing on commissioner 
Bud Selig’s refusal to ap¬ 
prove a multibillion-dollar 
TV deal with Fox that Mc¬ 
Court was counting on to 
keep the franchise afloat. 

McCourt gained ap¬ 
proval from Judge Kevin 
Gross to enter into a $150- 
million US bankruptcy fi¬ 
nancing arrangement to 
keep the team running.

The person 
spoke on condition of 
anon 3 miity because of the 
sensitive nature of the situ¬ 
ation. 

Earlier yesterday, the 
league filed an objection to 
the financing proposal, ac¬ 
cusing McCourt of siphon¬ 
ing off more than $100 
million in club revenue 
and driving the Dodgers 
into a liquidity crisis, while 
also citing his lavish 
lifestyle with his ex-wife. 


The Dodgers’ bankrupt¬ 
cy filing lists assets of up to 
$1 billion and debts up to 
$500 million. 

Among the 40 largest 
unsecured claims, totalling 
about $75 million, are for¬ 
mer Dodgers slugger Man¬ 
ny Ramirez at nearly $21 
million; Andruw Jones at 
$11 million; pitcher Hiroki 
Kuroda at $4.4 million; and 
the Chicago White Sox, 
who share a spring train¬ 
ing facility with the 
Dodgers in Arizona, at $3.5 
million.

The Versa will bring fuel economy to the fore¬ 
front with a brand new 109-horsepower 1.6- 
litre four-cylinder engine.

A five-speed manual gearbox carries over as 
before, while a continuously variable 
transmission (CVT) replaces the antiquated 
four-speed automatic that was offered on the 
previous 1.6- and 1.8-litre Versa. 


Nice price 

Nissan hkes to brag about the Versa S base price 
that will likely be about $14,000 (including desti¬ 
nation charges). That would make it one of the 
least expensive cars on the road. 

Even the tiny Smart for two model lists at 
more than $500 above the Versa. The S offers just 
the basics, other than an adjustable steering 
wheel, however you’ll have to use window cranks 
for raising and lowering the side glass and to un¬ 
lock the front doors you’re stuck with a key. 


Trunk space 

There’s now slightly increased trunk space, 
giving the Versa the edge over the next- 
size-up Sentra in the stowage department. 

The new Versa’s all-new platform 
weighs about 70 kilograms less than the 
previous architecture. That should drop 
the overall weight below the 1,140- 
kilogram threshold, although the 
automaker hasn’t yet divulged the final 
number.

Though I have 
yearned to own a mo¬ 
torcycle ever since 
high school, only this 
spring did I actually 
consummate the 
intention. 


I wasn’t necessarily 
looking for a 
vintage mount. So 
when 1 found 
myself riding home 
with a certain 1972 
Honda CBS5OF — a bike 
that was actually on my 
radar during my late 1970s 
high-school years — 1 was 
trying to not see the bike 
as a mid-life crisis kind of 
thing; like a time machine 
that might take me back 
to Funkytown. 1 have no 
desire to go back there. 

Dr. Freud once noted 
that, “sometimes a cigar is 
just a cigar.” So it stands to 


reason that, “sometimes a 
motorcycle is just a motor¬ 
cycle.” 

It is also a fine motorcy¬ 
cle. When most everyone 
else was making shaky 
twin- and single-cylinder 
engines, Honda created a 
range of affordable motor¬ 
cycles with super-smooth 
and powerful SOHC four- 
cylinder engines, first with 
the CB750 in 1969, then 
with the CB500 in 1971, 
and then with this CB350F 
in 1972. 

Last month my wife, Di¬ 
ane, caught me sitting in a 
lawn chair just staring at 
the bike. 1 love the look of a 


well-designed engine. 

1 have to thank friend 
and fellow auto scribe, Dan 
Proudfoot, for offering the 
bike to me, and at a S 3 mipa- 
thetic price. 

He enjoyed it and looked 
after it well, and 1 hope to 
do the same. 

After 1 had the bike for a 
few weeks, Dan passed 
along a passage written by 
Honda’s founder and chief 
engineer, Soichiro Honda. 

If 1 read it right, Honda 
believed that design could 
not be too harmonized or 
balanced, because it would 
then lack personality — 
like a person too perfectly 


dressed is somewhat man- 
nequin-like. 

He felt the only way to 
infuse design with neces¬ 
sary personality is to allow 
an imperfection to harmo¬ 
ny exist — but then make 
that discord “beautiful.” 

“Disadvantage is, in a 
sense, a factor that leads to 
special character,” said 
Honda. 

Pundits of the day could¬ 
n’t see why Honda even 
bothered to make a four- 
cylinder 350, when its two- 
cylinder CB350 was selling 
great, was almost as fast, 
and was priced almost 
$1,000 cheaper. And the 


pundits turned out to be 
right. The CB350F was nev¬ 
er popular.The consensus 
was that Soichiro Honda 
just wanted to prove that 
he could do what no one 
else could — engineer and 
mass-produce a small, four- 
cylinder motorcycle. 

Or ... maybe he knew all 
too well that a complicat¬ 
ed, heavy engine wasn’t re¬ 
ally right for a small 
motorcycle, but just want¬ 
ed to see if he could make 
it kind of beautiful, and in 
that way, interesting. 

Or... maybe it’s just a 
motorcycle and 1 should 
just ride the damn thing.

A large turning circle, 
wind noise at speed, and 
blind spots were also fairly 
common gripes. Finally, 
some folks wished for more 
sporty and planted han¬ 
dling. 

Common Issues 

Inspect the MKZ’s interior 


and exterior for signs of 
wear and tear. Some own¬ 
ers complain of “thin” 
sheetmetal that dents easi¬ 
ly, as well as peeling or 
worn chrome trim on cer¬ 
tain cosmetic parts. 

Make double sure the air 
conditioning system works 
properly, and check for 
proper operation of all inte¬ 
rior electronics and lights. 
Be sure the seat heaters 


and coolers (if equipped) 
work properly, too. 

A Ford/Lincoln mechanic 
should check beneath the 
vehicle for signs of wear 
and fluid leakage as well. 

Note that AWD- 
equipped models may suf¬ 
fer from leaky transfer 
cases. 

If that’s the case on the 
model you’re considering, 
have the seller get the issue 


flxed before agreeing to 
purchase. An improper bolt 
in the power steering sys¬ 
tem could cause a fluid 
leak, too. 

Finally, check the ceiling 
liner and footwell carpet¬ 
ing for signs of moisture 
that could be caused by a 
sunroof leak. 

The Verdict 

A Ford mechanic will be fa¬ 
miliar with the common 
problems, service bulletins 
and recalls, as well as diag¬ 
nosis and repair. 

Ultimately, the MKZ’s 
lower-than-average resale 
values, average reliability 
and higher-than-average 
feature content for the 
money will make it an at¬ 
tractive buy for many.
